It will be wise to eliminate the “kin- 
lick-aJl-creation” class from the curriculum 
of our political education. That the im- 
mense’ resources of the United States in 
men, and money, and ability to rapidly pre 
pare for battle on land and sea would ena- 
ble it, should the necessity arise, to suc- 
cessfully con.end with any nation or com- 
bination of nations may be conceded. We 
can have, in the nature of things, no quar- 
rel with any European power. It is not re 
motely possible, now that Spain has relin- 
quished all claim to any of her former pos- 
sessions in the Western Hemisphere, and 
the Monroe doctrine bas been acquiesced 
in by England and Germany, for any casus 
belli to arise between any European nation 
and the United States. 

If a war cloud should appear in any quar- 
ter of the heavens it will be in the West. 
Between us and any European nation lying 
between the Nérth Sea and the Mediterra- 
pean there are ties of kindred, of language, 
of customs, of dress, of laws, of literature, 
of religion, and of race. And, while such 
ties have not always averted war between 
nations, they have often served to promote 
peace. Beiween the Russian, the Scandina- 
vian, the Englishman, the German, the Hel- 
gian, the Frenchman, the Italian, the Por- 
tuguese, the Spaniard and the American 
there exists no race antagonism. They live 
in each other's cities, they ere partaers in 
trade, they borrow each other's money, 
they marry, they meet in social intercourse, 
they wear the same dress, listen to the

The 
motto of both the Hast and the West has 
been that of Shylock, “I will buy with ye 
and sel! with ye, but I will not eat with ye, 
drink with ye or sleep with ye.” 

Gut of this isolation and self-contentment 
of centuries Japan has suddenly and start- 
lingly emerged. Her progress in western- 
ization has been made with wonderful ra- 
pidity. The Tycoon, or spiritual Emperor, 
if not absolutely eliminated, is functus of- 
ficio. The Mikado has become a constitu- 
tional monarch, and republican representa- 
tive government is in process of being es- 
tablished. 

The fatalism which is a part of the faith 
of Shintoism, Buddhism and Mahometan- 
ism makes of its votaries soldiers who not 
only do not fear death, but absolutely wel- 
come death in battle, for such is considered 
a sure passport to Paradise. When to sol- 
diers and sailors holding this faith there is 
added discipline, skill and the knowledge 
how to fight according to western tactics 
and with the latest improved western arms, 
a force is created whose power it is not well 
to underestimate, especially by the nation 
that offers the nearest and most tempting 
opportunity for a tourney. : 

Japan loves us not. All the courteous 
cunning of diplomatic phraseology does not 
serve to disguise the fact that her people, 
who are cocky to a high altitude over their 
victories’ in the Russian war, would wel- 
come with delight a war with the United 
States. Their pride is outraged because at 
hotels and in.schools and in social life they 
are ranked in California, not with Cauca- 
sians, but with the outcast Chinese, and 
their ambition is fired with a desire to pos- 
sess the Philippines and the Hawalian Is- 
lands and to be the rulers of the Pacific 
seas. 

That the Japanese government is prepar- 
ing for the possibility of a war with some 
power is obvious to any careful observer of 
current events. With less than one-fifth of 
the population or the wealth of the United 
States, Japan has, within the last few years, 
rapidly created a navy that, ship for ship 
and gun for gun, is the equal to ours. The 
men behind the guns are not the equal of 
ours, but they are in constant practice, and 
to despise their ability to conduct a contest 
would be the height of folly. 

Against whom is this great naval arma- 
ment being constructed? Not against Rus- 
sia, for the Pacific Coast of Russia and the 
Valley of the Amoor Me prostrate and unre- 
sisting at the feet of Japan. Not against 
China, for China has practically no navy, 
and no port that Japan cannot, If she. de- 
sires, capture without a contest. The war- 
ships already built and that are being built 
for this new nation that has arisen on the 
opposite shores of the Pacific are intended 
for service against these United States and 
for no other purpose. 

If the administration of President Taft 
shall be wise in time it will order every 


or on the seas within reach of a wireless 
message. to proceed to Pacific waters. If 
Japan “intends to strike at all she will not 
wait\for the completion of the Panama (Ca- 
nal. She will send her ships here, and San 
Francisco, Santa Barbara, San Diego and 
our beach cities from Long Beach to Santa 
Monica would be at the mercy of Japanese 
Dreadnoughts that could, from a point five 
to eight miles out at sea, throw dynamite 
shells into the center of the city. The cen- 
ter of Los Angeles and Portland and Seat- 
tle could not be reached and might there- 
fore be Immune. 

Doubtless Japan would not, fin the event 
of war, attempt to land any soldiers here, 
for enough regim®nts could be recruited 
here, or rushed here by rail, to overwhelm 
any Japanese army that it would be possi- 
ble to transport or disembark. But the 
Philippines would be at tle mercy of a 
Japanese force, both on sea and land, and 
it is a question whether we would be able 
to hold the Hawalian Islands.

THE POLITICAL MENU. 
{From Current Literature.) 

The political bill of fare selected by the 
Democratic caucus in the House has on it 
eight courses. Al] committees are “directed” 
not to report any matters at this session 
that do not refer to one of these eight 
courses. The soup course, so to speak, coa- 
sists of election of United States Senators 
by direct vote. The fish course is publicity 
of campaign contributions before as well as 
after elections. The entree is the reciproc- 
ity agreement and other tariff legislation. 
The sorbet is the reapportionment of con- 
gressiona! districts. The meat course is in- 
vestigation of the executive departments, 
with special reference presumably to the 
mobilization of troops on the Mexican bor- 
der. The salad is admission to Statehood of 
Arizona and New Mexico. The dessert con- 
sists of deficiency bills. The demti-tasse is 
legislation relating to the District of Co- 
lumbia. Those who fail to find what they 
want in this legislative diet must wait for 
another mea! in December, for nothing else 
will be servéd by the cooks at this session. 
The caucus was unanimous on this and the 
Republicans are seemingly satisfied, with 
the exception, perhaps, of some of the in- 
surgents, who had their mouths set for an 
oyster course in the form of a permanent 
tarif! commission. But even the President 
does not ask that of the extra session. His 
message, on the opening of Congress, called 
attention to but one thing—the reciprocity 
agreement with Canada. But there is a 
strong disposition on the part of Democratic 
leaders to revise several tariff schedules at 
once. Ollie James of* Kentucky says: 
“We'll revise the tariff from Halifax to Han- 
over and from Scamander to the sea,”—an 
a'luring diction that should be set to music. 


POLARITY OF THE SEXES. 

In a highly provocative/book entitled “The 
Man-Made World, or Our Androcentric Cul- 
ture,” Mra. Charlotte Perkins Gilman, phi- 
losopher and poet, strongly contends that 
just as in industry and economics, law and 
government, religion and ethics, even in 
fashionable society (commonly supposed to 
be_almost exclusively feminine,) so in that 
most beautiful development of life, our fine 
arts, the age-long supremacy of masculine 
impulses has resulted in an abnormal and 
injurious condition.

line characteristics, have also been the 
three overwhelmingly dominant notes, Mrs. 
Gilman maintains, in music, painting, sculp- 
ture, drama and literature throughout their 
history. At the present time, however, she 
feels that fundamental changes are at work 
—not the mere shifting from ultra-mascu- 
linity to an equally abnormal femininity (a 


“gynecocentric” culture, to quote Lester F.
